One of the meanest fires the depart­ 
ment ever had to fight occurred last 
night. 
Fire broke out at 10 :30 o’clock in a 
stable in Summit lane owned by J. R. 
Warner and occupied by David Brooket* 
and Mr. Starkey. 
A telephone message 
was sent to the department from the 
Young Men’s Christian association, and 
they made a quick run to the scene and 
found the stable blazing furiously. The 
horse owned by Mr. Brookes had not 
yet been taken from the stable, and 
Chief Morley at once turned his atten­ 
tion to saving the animal, and he suc­ 
ceeded in doing it after much trouble 
There were six bales of hay in the loft 
of the stable, but the department turned 
the water on and in a short time the 
fire was out. 
In the meantime the fire was com­ 
municated to the house nearby,occu­ 
pied by Mr. Brookes, and it was ablaze 
in a short time. The house is lined with 
yellow pine and has a slate roof. 
The 
flames were extremely hard to fight, as 
the fire was confined between the roof 
and the lining. 
Water was used to keep 
all signs of fire from the outside while 
the fire inside was extinguished with 
the aid of Babcocks. It was fully an 
hour and a half before all danger was 
over, but. the firemen did not suffer to a 
great extent from the cold. There is a 
row of frame buildings along the alley, 
and the work of the department in pre­ 
venting the fire from spreading is to be 
commended. 
The loss will not amount to a great 
deal on the building and stable.

Brookes lost all his furniture in the 
front room upstairs, and the front room 
downstairs was damaged to some ex­ 
tent by water.

CAN BE PLAYED ANY PLACE AND IS 


SPLENDID EXERCISE.

There are some games which have 
never had their boom, and quoits is one 
of them. 
Still, as nothing happens but 
the unexpected, it may be that the time 
is nearly ripe for quoits to be taken out 
of its undeserved obscurity, to be exalt­ 
ed to the statns of a national game, to 
have weekly papers named after it and 
to have columns in the sporting press 
devoted to the doings of its champions. 
Stranger things have happened. Who, 
for instance, would have said when at 
the end of the sixties a few energetic 
sportsmen went wobbling about on bone 
shaking bicycles which it would have 
been far easier to push than to ride 
that at the end of the century consider­ 
ably more than 100.000 bicycles would 
be manufactured annually in Great 
Britain alone and that a great part 
of the population would adopt this 
means of locomotion? One cannot im­ 
agine that quoits will ever attain such 
popularity as the bicycle, but the un- 
prejudiced person can see no reason 
why it should not become tis favorite a 
pastime as golf, which a very few’ years 
ago was almost unheard of south of the 
Tweed.

There are some games which have 
never had their boom, and quoits is one 
of them. 
Still, as nothing happens but 
th** unexpected, it may be that tin* time 
j is nearly ripe for quoits to be taken out 
of its undeserved obscurity, to be exalt- 
i cd to the status of a national game, to 
have weekly papers named after it and 
to have columns in the sporting press 
dc voted to the doings of its champions. 
Stranger things have happened. Who, 
| for instance, would have said when at 
I the end of the sixties a few e nergetic 
sportsmen went wobbling about on bone 
shaking bicycles which it would have 
been far easier to push than to ride 
that at flu* cml of the century consider­ 
ably more than 100,000 bicycles would 
be manufactured annually in Great 
Britain alone and that a great part 
of tin* population would adopt this 
means of locomotion? One cannot im­ 
agine* that quoits will ev< r attain such 
popularity as the bicycle, but the un­ 
prejudiced pe rson can see no reason 
why it should not become as favorite a 
pastime* as golf. which a very few years 
ago was almost unheard of south of the* 
Tweed. 
Quoits is a very fine game*, especially 
in the winter time. It is splendid exer- j 
cise and trains the eye* and th** hand to 
aet together in a way that few other 
sports can do, for tho very essence of it 
is accuracy of aim at a mark placed be- j 
h w the* love I of the* band. 
It has bee n 
objected th t throwing quoits makes 
the player lop l i d, hut, after all, that j 
is easily remedied, fur there is nothing ! 
to prevent th** player throwing tho I 
quoit with bis left hand if he so pleases, J 
and such a change went Id make a vuria- i 
tion in the* game* and also afford an ex- j 
cedent method of handicapping the* men j 
of unequal skill. Quoits strengthens the 
< arms and shoulders, but it is not a pas­ 
time which primarily demands strength. 
A great adv antage of the game is that 
it can be* played in any small space* and 
that tin* ground need not he* particular­ 
ly level. 
Any rough field or wast** bit 
of ground is good enough for a quoits 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting is re- 
quireel to satisfy th** demands of tho 
most exigent. 
For cricket you need a 
carefully prepared wicket, for lawn 
tennis and croquet a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the best 
part of a country all to yourself, but for 
quoits you only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and you have as good a 
place for throwing as any one can pos­ 
sibly require. 
People certainly might play .jnoits 
more than they do, but th** taking up 
of a game is usually a matter of fancy, 
and perhaps two things stand in the 
way of quoits, 
First, there is an idea 
that it is a “ rustic” sport and can only 
be played by the rough country lads, 
and, second, there is tho legend that 
the game is derived from the classical

discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
must be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 
No treatise on quoits can begin with­ 
out the time honored pedigree of the 
quoit from the discus. Strutt, who lived 
at the end of the last century, of course 
dealt with it, and equally of course he 
dragged iii the discus even if he did not 
invent the descent of quoits from the 
sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
course, is absurd. 
To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
immortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
some iron around it. 
The discus was 
more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 
was a solid missile. 
Moreover, it was 
not held in the same manner as a quoit, 
but was bowled underhand, in which 
indeed it alone differs from putting the 
weight. 
That quoits is now played 
chiefly in the country is the fault of 
those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 
It is no doubt a very ancient English 
game, and its beginnings ar** lost in the 
mist of ages. 
Hakluyt mentions it in 
his book of “ Voyages,” so it was well 
known in Queen Elizabeth’s time, when 
it probably was one of the favorite j 
si orts of Merrie England. 
Iii some 
parts of the country the rustics used to 
employ horseshoes for want of properly 
made quoits, aud there are districts in 
which lh** quoit is called a “ shoe” even 
to this day. 
This gives us the clew to 
the most probable origin of the sport 
and hints that the first game of quoits 
w as start*-1 by throwing old horseshoes 
at the hob or mark, and from this grad­ 
ually grew up the practice of having 
quoits specially made for throwing. So 
much for the discus legend. 
As for the 
word “ quoit” itself, its etymology is 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no 
clew whatever to the origin of the ! 
game. 
Shakespeare, who mentions every­ 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
reference to th** sport, and as Hakluyt 
was a contemporary of his it may be 
held to show that the spacious times of 
Great Elizabeth were the palmy period 
of quoits, 
it is true that he does not 
ipeak of the sport in very reputable 
tonnection, for the only mention of it 
occurs in the scene iii which Prince 
Henry. Falstaff. Foins and the rest 
were in the Boar s Head tavern, in 
Eastchepe. 
Falstaff, in giving a char­ 


acter sketch of the young prince, od- 
serves that he plays quoits well, but the I 
context very clearly shows that in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time at any rate 
quoit playing was looked down upon as 
the idle man'n recreation, much as skit­ 
tles is with us. 
That fat Jack Falstaff, 
disreputable old fellow as he was, 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to quoits is very evi­ 
dent. 
This is the only reference to 
quoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
though the sting is taken out of it by 
the fact that it is put into the mouth 
of Falstaff.—Physical Culture.

For cricket you need a 
carefully prepared wicket, for lawn 
tennis and croquet a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the best 
part of a country all to yourself, but for 
quoits you only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and you have as good a 
place for throwing as any one can pos­ 
sibly require. 
People certainly might play vjnoits 
more than they do, but the taking up 
of a game is usually a m atter of fancy, 
and perhaps two things stand in the 
way of quoits. 
First, there is an idea 
that it is a “ rustic” sport and can only 
be played by the rough country lads, 
and, second, there is the legend that 
the game is derived from the classical 
discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
must be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 
No treatise on quoits can begin w ith­ 
out the time honored pedigree of the 
quoit from the discus. Strutt, who lived 
at the end of the last century, of course 
dealt with it, and equally of course he 
dragged in the discus even if he did not 
invent the descent of qnoits from the 
sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
conrse, is absurd. 
To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
immortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
some iron around it. 
The discus was 
more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 
was a solid missile. 
Moreover, it was 
not held in the same manner as a quoit, 
but was bowled underhand, in which 
indeed it alone differs from putting the 
weight. That quoits is now played 
chiefly in the country is the fault of 
those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 
It is no donbt a very ancient English 
game, and its beginnings ar** lost in the 
mist of ages. 
his book of 
oyages, ” so it was well 
known in Queen Elizabeth’s time, when 
it probably was one of the favorite 
si orts of Merrie England. 
In some 
parts of tho conn try the rustics used to 
employ horseshoes for want of properly 
made qnoits, and there are districts in 
which the quoit is called a “ shoe” even 
to this day. 
Tins gives us the clew to 
the most probable origin of the sport 
and hints that the first game of quoits 
was startc I by throwing old horseshoes 
at the hob or mark, and from this grad­ 
ually grew up the practice of having 
quoits specially made for throwing. So 
much tor the discus legend. As for the 
word “ quoit” itsi lf. its etymology is 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no 
clew whatever to the origin of tile 
game. 
Shakespeare, who mentions every­ 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
reference to the sport, and as Hakluyt 
was a contemporary of his it may be 
held to show that the spacious times of 
Great Elizabeth were the palmy period 
of quoits. It is true that he does not 
ipeak of tho sport in very reputable 
connection, for the only mention of it 
occurs in tho scene in which Prince 
Henry. Falstaff, Foins and the rest 
were in Hie Boar's Head tavern, in 
Eastchepe. 
Falstaff, in giving a char* 
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teeter sketch of tho young prince, or> 
servcs that he plays quoits well, but the 
context very clearly shows that in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time at any rate 
quoit playing was looked down upon as 
the idle m an’a recreation, much as skit­ 
tles is with us. 
That fat Jack Falstaff, 
disreputable old fellow as he was, 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to qnoits is very evi­ 
dent. 
This is the only reference to 
quoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
though the sting is taken out of it by 
the fact that it is put into the mouth 
of Falstaff.—Physical Culture.

There are some games which have 
never had their boom, and quoits is one 
of them. 
Still, as nothing happens but 
the unexpected, it may be that the time 
is nearly ripe for quoits to be taken out 
of its undeserved obscurity, to he exalt* 
, ed to the status of a national game, to 
have weekly papers named after it and 
to have columns in the sporting press 
devoted to the doings of its champions. 
Stranger things have happened. Who, 
j for instance, would have said when at 
I the end of the sixties a few energetic 
sportsmen went wobbling about on bone 
shaking bicycles which it would have 
been far easier to push than to ride 
that at the end of the century consider­ 
ably more than I OO. OOO bicycles would 
be manufactured annually in Great 
Britain alone arid that a great part 
of the population would adopt this 
means of locomotion? One cannot im­ 
agine that quoits will ever attain such 
popularity as the bicycle, but the un ­ 
prejudiced person can see no reason 
why it should not become as favorite a 
pastime as golf, which a very few years 
ago was almost unheard of south of the 
T weed. 
Quoits is a very fine game. especially 
in the winter time. It is splendid exer­ 
cise and trains the eye and the hand to 
act together in a way that few other 
sports can do. for the very essence of it 
is accuracy of aim at a mark placed be- j 
h w the level of the hand. 
It has been

to prevent the player throwing the I 
quoit with his left hand if lie so pleases, j 
J and such a change would make a varia- ‘ 
j lion in the game and also afford an ex- | 
rollout method of handicapping the men j 
I of unequal skill. Quoits strengthens the j 


‘ arms and shoulders, hut it is not a pas- j 
time which primarily demands strength. 
A great, advantage of the game is that 
it can hi* played iii any small space and 
that the ground need not he particular­ 
ly' level. 
Any rough field or waste bit 
of ground is good enough for a quoits 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting is re­ 
quired to satisfy the demands of the 
most exigent. 
For cricket you need a 
carefully prepared wicket, for lawn 
tennis and croquet, a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the hest 
part of a country all to yourself, but for 
quoits you only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and yon have as good a 
place for throwing as any one can pos­ 
sibly require. 
People certainly might play quoits 
more than they do, but the taking up 
of a game is usually a m atter of fancy, 
and perhaps two things stand iii the 
way of quoits. 
First, there is an idea 
th at it is a “ rustic” sport and can only 
be played by the rough country lads, 
and, second, there is the legend that 
the game is derived from the classical 
discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
must be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 
No treatise on quoits can begin w ith­ 
out the time honored pedigree of the 
quoit from the discus. Strutt, who lived 
at the end of the last century, of course 
dealt with it, and equally of course he 
dragged in the discus even if he did not 
invent the descent of quoits from the 
sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
course, is absurd. 
To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
immortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
some iron around it. 
The discus was 
more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 
was a solid missile. 
Moreover, it was 
not held in the same manner as a quoit, 
but was bowled underhand, in which 
indeed it alone differs from putting the 
weight. 
That quoits is now played 
chiefly in the country is the fault of 
those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 
It is no doubt a very ancient English 
game, and its beginnings are lost in the 
mist of ages. 
Hakluyt mentions it iii 
his book of “ Voyages, ” so it was well 
known in Queen Elizabeth’s time, when 
it probably was one of the favorite 
sports of Merrie England. 
In some 
parts of tho country the rustics used to 
employ horseshoes for w ant of properly 
made quoits, and there are districts in 
which the quoit is called a “ shoe” even 
to this day. 
This gives us tile clew to 
the most probable origin of the sport 
and hints that the first game of quoits 
was starte I by throwing old horseshoes 
at the hob or mark, and from this grad- 
I na! Iv grew up the practice of having 
quoits specially made for throwing. So 
much tor tin' discus legend. As for the 
word “ quoit” itself, its etymology is 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no 1 
clew whatever to the origin of the \ 
game. 
Shakespeare, who mentions every- ; 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
reference to the sport, and as Hakluyt 
was a contemporary of his it may be 
held to show that the spacious times of | 
Great Elizabeth were tile palmy period 
of quoits. 
It is true th at he does not 
Ipeak of tho sport in very reputable 
connection, for the only mention of it 
occurs 
Henry 
were in the Boar s Head tavern, in 
Eaatcliepe. 
Foist alf, in giving a char* 
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factor sketch of tho young prince, oo- 
servos that lit* plays quoits well, but the 
context very clearly shows that in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time tit any rate 
quoit playing was looked down upon as 
the idle m an’s recreation, much as skit­ 
tles is with us. 
That fat Jack Falstaff, 
disreputable old fellow as he was, 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to quoits is very evi­ 
dent. 
This is the only reference to 
quoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
though the sting is taken out of it by 
the fact that it is put into the mouth 
of Falstafl. —Physical Culture.

Tfi«* Royal Calili*. 
No more stately tree can bo found 
than the loyal palm, as it grows in the 
Bermudas, Cuba and the W o t Indies. 
With a trunk I loot to JS inches in di­ 
ameter, it rises 50 to 75 feet without 
branch or knot, a pillar of gray wood, 
resemtiring nothing so much as a col­ 
umn of granite turned in a monster 
lathe. 
At the top the leaf stems are 
brightest green, terminating in feathery 
foliage many feet in length. 
Au interesting exercise for this week 
would be to examine by the aid of a 
concordance all the passages in the Bi­ 
ble which speak of palm trees aud com 
pure them with others which refer to 
godly people as trees and plants. 
It will be instrnctive and fascinat­ 
ing to look up the character and value 
of tho palm, 
it is possible 
in a 
short essay or address to present much 
on this point not generally known. 
Most people bav6 6ome idea cf cocoanuts 
and dates as fruit of palms, but how 
few have any idea that there are over 
1,100 different species, some of the na­ 
ture of vines and others over IOO feet in 
height. 
No member of the vegetable 
kingdom, except the grasses, is so use­ 
ful to mankind. Food, shelter, dress, 
utensils, drink, furniture, tools, weap­ 
ons aud medicine are all supplied from 
it. And it often grows where little else 
can live 


F I R S T T O G R O W O R A N G E S . 


I n tr o d u c e d T h e m In to the 
P e lic a n S ta te . 
Tin* orange of Louisiana is an excep­ 
tionally fin* variety of that fruit, and 
commands a good price in the market. 
The orange was first introduced into 
colonial Louisiana by the Jesuits, h iv­ 
ing bel ii hist grown by the members of 
the society on their grounds, which 
formerly comprised that part of tho city 
>f New Orleans which constitutes th® 
lower part of the first district, down to 
Common street. 
W hile St. Bernard and Plaquemine* 
parishes are the chief centers of tho 
orange culture of Louisiana, the fruit 
also grows well iii the parishes of Or 
leans. Jefferson, St. James, St. John 
Baptist, St. Charles, Assumption, St. 
Mary, Terrebonne. Lafourche, Vermil­ 
ion, Cameron, Iberia and Sabine. Th© 
orange tree begins to bear at about the 
seventh year, although it is not reck­ 
oned to have reached its full growth 
until its twelfth or fifteenth year. 
The orange culture in Louisiana it 
probably tin* most profitable industry of 
the state under favorable conditions, a 
full grown tree producing from 3,OOO 
to 5,000 oranges, the fruit on the tret 
generally selling for SH) a thousand.

Tie* naphtha or high test o il is nuder a t­ 
mospheric pressure in th** tanks, a* 
well as a pressure from the rising va­ 
por. 'I ii** tank and the pipes which con­ 
duct the o il to the engine and then hack 
to the tank again have to be made very 
strong. 
Often leaks occur, and the oil 
or naphtha running out into the boat is 
apt to catch fire. 
It is said the Paul 
Jones suffered from fires several times 
on the way down the river. 
Naphtha 
launches, to be protected as far as pos­ 
sible from this very danger of escaping 
oil. have the interior of their engine 
rooms—or, in case of a small launch, 
that part of the inside hull containing 
tho engine—incased in a thin covering 
of sheet brass. 
“ It is hardly possible th at the Paul 
Jones exploded, unless the yacht caught 
fir** first and burned to the naphtha tank 
in the how of the boat. All the accidents 
of that character that have taken place 
on naphtha boats have been caused by 
fire. There are only a few cases, two or 
thre**, on record of naphtha boats being 
destroyed during 11i** few years since th* 
invention of this styl** of motor. 
Those 
exploded from tile burning of the hull, 
and not from a prem ature explosion of 
tie1 fuel. rJ li<* naphtha motor should not 
be confounded with the gasoline motor, 
which works on an entirely different 
principle. 
In the former th** oil is used 
to make steam; in tile latter an explo­ 
sion of gasoline is effected in a cylinder, 
the power being imparted to a piston as 
steam is used in a steam engine.” —

His 
aim was to discover a means of firing a 
projectile loaded with dynamite w ith­ 
out bursting the gun. 
His task lay iii 
finding a iii* ans of expulsion so that 
the concussion would not explode the 
dynamite in tho gun. 
He 6aid little 
about his project to anybody, but put 
in his tim e experimenting. So he work­ 
ed until a year ago last May, when la* 
discovered the secret for which he had 
been in search. 
He found, ho insists, that he could 
fire a bullet loaded with dynamite and 
not have it explode until it hit the 
mark. 
His device is a thin metallic shell 
filled with dynamite. This projectile is 
fit ted to an ordinary cartridge and fired 
from the gun with common powder, 
just as any other bullet is. 
The secret 
lies in th** way the powder is loaded 
into the cartridge. 
In his invention Captain Brewer 
holds that he has obtained a flatter tra ­ 
jectory, higher velocity, less combus­ 
tion, less friction and greater penetra­ 
tion than ever before had been attained 
His cartridge, he maintains, can be 
used in any gun. 
It does not require a 
specially constructed weapon. It can be 
fired equally well from a fowling piece 
or a 13 inch rifle on a warship. 
The 
projectile can be made to fit any bore 
The bigger the piece the greater the 
quantity of dynamite used. Thus a bul­ 
let for a .44 caliber rifle would contain 
about five-eighths of an ounce of dyna­ 
mite, while one for a rifled cannon 
would hold proportionately more. 
To explode the projectile when it 
reaches its mark, the inventor asserts, 
only the most trifling resistance is 
needed. 
“ It would explode in going through 
a piece of blotting paper,” ho declared. 
“ I can now fire dynamite with as much 
safety as I can an ordinary bullet. 
I 
have fired 
500 dynamite projectiles 
from different guns, so I am sure of 
w hat I say. 
“ One of the most famous ordnance 
experts in the country, a man of inter­ 
national fame, 
has 
been associated 
closely with me for four months watch­ 
ing my invention, and he is unstinted 
in his praise of it. I have applied for a 
patent and expect to receive it any dav ”

II*! explain d 
his plan to m e tho other afternoon in 
New York. 
II** first been mo interested in tho a p ­ 
plicate ii (if th** high explosive to ord­ 
nance 
14 years ago. 
he said, 
and 
straightw ay began his experiments. His 
aim was to discover a means of firing a 
projectile loaded w ith dynam ite w ith ­ 
out bursting the gun. 
His task lay iii 
finding a m eans of expulsion so that 
the concussion would not explode the 
dynam ite iii the gun. 
Pie said little 
about his project to anybody, b u t put 
in his tim e experim enting. So he w ork­ 
ed until a year ago last May, when he 
discox ered the secret for which he had 
been in search. 
He found, he insists, th a t he could 
fire a bullet loaded w ith dynam ite and 
not have it explode until it hit the 
mark. 
His device is a thin m etallic shell 
filled xvith dynam ite. This projectile is 
fitted to an ordinary cartridge and fired 
from the gun w ith common powder, 
ju st as any other bullet is. 
The secret 
lies in the way the powder is loaded 
into the cartridge. 
In 
his invention Captain 
Brewer 
holds th a t he has obtained a flatter tra 
jectory, higher velocity, less com bus­ 
tion, less friction and greater penetra 
tion th an ever before had been attained 
His cartridge, he m aintains, can be 
used in any gun. 
It does not require a 
specially constructed weapon. I t can be 
fired equally well from a fowling piece 
or a 13 inch rifle on a warship. 
The 
projectile can be m ade to fit any bore 
The bigger the piece the greater the 
q u a n tity of dynam ite need. T h n s a b ul­ 
let for a .44 caliber rifle would contain 
about five-eighths of an ounce of d y n a­ 
mite, while one for a rifled cannon 
would hold proportionately more. 
To explode the projectile when it 
reaches its m ark, tho inventor asserts, 
only tho most trifling resistance is 
needed. 
“ It would explode in going through 
a piece of blotting p ap er,” ho declared. 
“ I can now fire dynam ite w ith as much 
safety as I can an ordinary bullet. 
I 
have fired 
500 dynam ite projectiles 
from different guns, so I am sure of 
w hat I say.

Even 
now the girls insist that they haven’t 
recovered from the shock sufficiently to 
do hard studying, and the victims of 
the water pitcher are both under the 
care of trained nurses. As for the man, 
he gave up his place the next day and 
confided to the cook that he was going 
to look for a job in a lunatic asylum, 
where his boarding school experience 
would be of value to him.— New York 
Sun.

hour and a half before all danger was 
over, but the firemen did not suffer to a 
great extent from the cold.

There are some games which have 
never had their boom, and quoits is one 
of them. 
Still, as nothing happens but 
the unexpected, it may be th at the time 
is nearly ripe for quoits to be taken out 
of its undeserved obscurity, to be exalt- 
i cd to the status of a national game, to 
have weekly papers named after it and 
to have columns in the sporting press 
devoted to the doings of its champions. 
Stranger things have happened. Who, 
| for instance, would have said when at 
1 the end of the sixties a few energetic 
sportsmen w ent wobbling about on bone 
shaking bicycles which it would have 
been far easier to push than to ride 
th at at tin* end of the century consider­ 
ably more than 100,000 bicycles would 
be m anufactured annually in Great 
B ritain alone and that a great part 
of the population woald adopt this 
means of locomotion? One cannot im-I 
agine that quoits will ever attain such 
popularity as the bicycle, but tho u n ­ 
prejudiced person can see no reason 
why it should not become as favorite a 
pastime as golf, which a very few years 
ago was almost unheard of south of the 
Tweed. 
Quoits is a very fine game, especially 
in the winter time. It is splendid exer­ 
cise and trains the eye and the hand to 
act together in a way that few other 
sports can do, for tho very essence of it 
is accuracy of airn a t a m ark placed be­ 
lt w the level of the hand. 
It has been 
objected th t throw ing quoits makes 
the player lop U d, but, after all, that 
is easily remedied, for there is nothing 
to prevent the player throwing tho 
quoit with his left hand if he So pleaaCA, 
and such a change would make a varia­ 
tion in the game and also afford an ex­ 
cellent method of handicapping the men 
j of unequal skill. Quoits strengthens the 
| arms and shoulders, but it is not a pas­ 
tim e which prim arily demands strength. 
A great advantage of the game is th at 
it can he played in any small space and 
that the ground need not In* particular­ 
ly level. 
Any rough field or waste bit 
of ground is good enough for a quoit! 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting is re­ 
quired to satisfy the demands of the 
most exigent. 
For cricket you need a 
carefully prepared wicket, for lawn 
tennis and croquet a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the best 
part of a country all to yourself, but for 
quoits you only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and yon have as good a 
place for throwing as any one can pos­ 
sibly require. 
People certainly might play quoits 
more than they do, but tho taking up 
of a game is usually a m atter of fancy, 
and perhaps two tilings stand in the 
way of quoits. 
First, there is an idea 
that it is a “ rustic” sport and can only 
be played by the rough country lads, 
and, second, there is tho legend th at 
the game is derived from tho classical 
discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
must be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 
No treatise on quoits can begin w ith ­ 
out the time honored pedigree of the 
quoit from the discus. Sirutt, who lived 
at the end of the last century, of course 
dealt with it, and equally of course he 
dragged in the discus even if he did not 
invent the descent of quoits from the 
sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
course, is absurd. 
To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
imm ortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
some iron around it. 
The discus was 
more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 
was a solid missile. 
Moreover, it was 
not held in the same m anner as a quoit, 
bu t was bowled underhand, in which 
indeed it alone differs from putting the 
weight. 
That quoits is now played 
chiefly iii the country is tho fault of 
those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 
It is no doubt a very ancient English 
game, and its beginnings arc lost in tho 
nist of ages. 
H akluyt mentions it in 
tis book of “ Voyages,” so it was well 
known in Queen Elizabeth’s time, when 
it probably was one of Hie favorite 
sj orts of Merrie England. 
In some 
airts of the country the rustics used to 
mplov horseshoes for want of proper . 
made quoits, and there are districts in 
which the quoit is called a “ shoe” even 
to this day. 
This gives us the clew to 
the most probable origin of the sport 
and hints that tho first game of quoits 
was started by throw ing old horse^ho s 
at the hob or mark, and from this grad­ 
ually grew ii{» the practice of having 
quoits specially made for throwing. So 
much tor the discus legend. As for the 
word “ quoit” itself, its etymology is 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no 
clew whatever to the origin of the 
game. 
Shakespeare, who mentions every- , 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
reference to the sport, and us Hakluyt 
was a contemporary of his it may be 
held to show t hat the spacious times of 
G reat Elizabeth wert* the palmy period 
of quoits. 
It is true th at he does not 
(peak of the sport in very reputable 
connection, for the only mention of it 
occurs in tho sc no in which Prince 
Henry. Falstaff. Foins aud the rest 
were in the Boar’s Heat! tavern, in 
Eastchepe. 
Foist alf, in giving a char- 
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actor sketch of the young prince, oo- 
servcs that he plays quoits well, but the 
context very clearly shows that 
in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time at any rate 
quoit playing was looked down upon as 
the idle m an ’s recreation, much as skit­ 
tles is w ith us. 
That fat Jack Falstaff. 
disreputable old fellow as he was, 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to quoits is very evi­ 
dent. 
This is the only reference to 
quoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
though the sting is taken out of it by 
the fact that it is p u t into the mouth 
of Falstall. —-Physical Culture.

They Are So Clone to the Diamond That 


Strenuous

One of the meanest fires the depart­ 
m ent ever had to fight occurred last 
night. 
Fire broke out at IO :30 o’clock in a 
stable iii Summit lane owned by J. R. 
W arner and occupied by David Brooke* 
and Mr. Starkey. 
A telephone message 
was sent to the departm ent from the 
Young Men’s Christian association, and 
they made a quick run to the scene and 
found the stable blazing furiously. The 
horse owned by Mr. Brookes had not 
yet been taken from the stable, and 
Chief Morley at once turned his atten­ 
tion to saving the animal, and he suc­ 
ceeded in doing it after much trouble 
There were six bales of hay in the loft 
of the stable, but the departm ent turned 
the water on and in a short time the 
fire was out. 
In the meantime the fire was com­ 
municated to the house nearby, occu 
pied by Mr. Brookes, and it was ablaze 
in a short time. The house is lined with 
yellow pine and has a slate roof. 
The 
flames were extremely hard to fight, as 
the fire was confined between the roof 
and the lining. 
W ater was used to keep 
all signs of fire from the outside while 
the fire inside was extinguished with 
the aid of Babcocks. 
It was fully an 
hour and a half before all danger was 
over, but the firemen did not sulfur to a 
great extent from the cold. 
There is a 
row of frame buildings along the alley, 
and the work of the department iii pre­ 
venting the fire from spreading is to be 
commended. 
The loss will not amount to a great 
deal on the building and Cable.

Brookes lost all his furniture iii the 
front room upstairs, and the front room 
downstairs was damaged to some ex­ 
tent bv water.

time which primarily demands strength. 
A great advantage of the game is that 
it can be played in any small space and 
that the ground need not be particular­ 
ly level. 
Any rough field or waste bit 
of ground is good enough for a quoits 
pitch, and no rolling or cutting is re­ 
quired to satisfy the demands of the 
most exigent. 
For cricket you need a 
carefully prepared wicket# for lawn 
tennis and croquet a piece of turf like 
a billiard table and for golf the best 
part of a country all to yourself, but for 
quoits yon only need a few yards of 
rough ground, and yon have as good a 
[ place for throwing as any one can pos­ 
sibly require. 
People certainly m ight play quoits 
more than they do, but tho taking up 
of a game is usually a m atter of fancy, 
and perhaps two things stand in the 
way of quoits. 
First, there is an idea 
that it is a “ rustic” sport and can only 
be played by th** rough country lads, 
and, second, there is the legend that 
the game is derived from the classical 
discus throwing, a suspicion which it 
must be confessed is enough to throw a 
slur on any well regulated game. 
No treatise on quoits can begin w ith­ 
out the tim e honored pedigree of the 
quoit from the discus. Strutt, who lived 
at the end of the last century, of course 
dealt with it. and equally of course he 
dragged iii the discos even if he did not 
invent the descent of quoits from the 
sports of ancient Greece. The thing, of 
course, is absurd. 
To make a discus, 
the artisan did not, in the words of the 
immortal Irishman, take a hole and put 
some iron around it. 
The discus was 
more like a flattened Dutch cheese and 
was a solid missile. 
Moreover, it was 
not held in the same manner as a quoit, 
but was bowled underhand, in which 
indeed it alone differs from putting the 
weight. 
T hat quoits is now played 
•hiefly iu the country is the fault of 
those who do not play it and bring it 
into fashion. 
It is no doubt a very ancient English 
game, and its beginnings ar** lost in the 
nist of ages. 
Hakluyt mentions it in 
us book of “ Voyages, ” so it was well 
Known in Queen Elizabeth’s time, when 
probably was one of the favorite 
nj orts of M emo England. 
In some 
parts of tho country the rustics used to 
employ horseshoes for w ant of proper.y 
mads quoits, and there are districts in 
which tile quoit is called a “ shoe” even 
to this day. 
This gives us the clew to 
th** most probable origin of the sport 
aud hints that the first game of quoits 
was start*-1 by throwing old horseshoes ^ 
at the hob or mark, and from this g rad -1 
nully grew up tho practice of having 
quoits specially made for throwing. So 
much for tho discus legend. As for the 
word “quoit” itself, its etymology is, 
more than doubtful, and it gives us no ; 
clew whatever to the origin of the 
game. 
Shakespeare, who mentions every­ 
thing except tobacco, of course has a 
reference to the sport, and as Hakluyt 
was a contemporary of his it may lie 
held to show th at tho spacious times of 
G reat Elizabeth were the palmy period 
of quoits. 
It is true that he does not 
speak of the sport in very reputable 
connection, for the only mention of it 
occurs in tho scene in which Prince 
Henry, Falstaff. Foins and the rest 
were in the Boar’s Head tavern, in 
Eastchepe. 
Foist ail, in giving a char- 
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actor sketch of the young prince, o d - 
serves that he plays quoits well, but the 
context very clearly shows that in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time at any rate 
quoit playing was looked down upon as 
the idle m an’s recreation, much as skit­ 
tles is with us. 
That fat Jack Falstaff, 
disreputable old fellow as he was. 
meant to imply no good of the prince 
by his reference to quoits is very evi­ 
dent. 
This is the only reference to 
quoits in Shakespeare, and it is a libel, 
though the sting is taken out of it by 
the fact that it is put into the mouth 
of Fulstall. — Physical Culture.

Mr L. D. Sampson, secretary of the 
Southern Y acht club of New Orleans, 
in speaking of th e c hances of fire or an 
explosion as the cause of the destruction 
of the Paul Jones, said 
“ The great danger in n ap h th a as a 
motive power is f rom leakage of the Oil. 
Tie* naphtha or high test oil is under a t ­ 
m ospheric 
pressure in the tanks, as 
well as a pressure from the rising v a ­ 
por. The; tank and the pipes w hich con­ 
duct tho oil to the engine and then hack 
to the ta n k again have to be m ade very 
strong. 
Often leaks occur, a n d the oil 
or n aphtha ru n n in g o u t into the boat is 
apt to catch fire. 
It is said the Paul 
Jones suffered from fires several times 
on the w ay down the river. 
N aphtha 
launches, to be protected as far as pos­ 
sible from this very danger of escaping 
oil, have the interior of their engine 
rooms— or. in case of a sm all launch, 
th a t part of the inside hull containing 
tho engine -in cased in a th in covering 
of sheet brass. 
“ It is hardly possible th a t the P a n ’ 
Jones exploded, unless the y ach t caught 
fire first and burned to the n a p h th a tank 
in the bow of the boat. All the accidents 
of th a t character th a t have taken place 
on nap h th a boats have been caused by 
fire. T here are only a few cases, tw o or 
three, on record of nap h th a boats being 
destroyed d u rin g th e few years since the 
invention of this style of motor. 
These 
exploded from the b u rn in g of the hull, 
and not from a p re m a tu re explosion of 
the flied. The n a p h th a m otor should not 
be confounded w ith th e gasoline motor, 
w hich works on an entirely different 
principle. 
In the form er the oil is used 
to m ake steam ; in the latter an explo­ 
sion of gasoline is effected in a cylinder, 
the power being im parted to a piston as 
steam is used in a steam e n g in e .” —
